Supreme Court 
Upholds Robinson 
Dealh Sentence 


Washington, March 5 (lf>—The 


Supreme Court upheld today the 
death sentence imposed on Thom- 
as If. Robinson, Jr., lor the 1934 
kidnaping of Mrs. Alice Speed 
Stoll, Louisville society matron. 


Judge 
Black 
delivered 
the 


court's 7-2 opinion. Justice Rut- 
ledge wrote a dissent in which 
Justice Murphy agreed. 


Robinson was sentenced under 


tile Lindbergh kidnap act, which 
allows for the death sentence in 
a ransom kidnaping. His appeal 
to the Supreme Court hinged on 
interpretation of a provision in the 
act that the death sentence "shall 
not be imposed by the court If, 
prior to its imposition, the (kid- 
naped person has been liberated 
unharmed." 


His counsel argued that any In- 


juries suffered by the kidnaped 
person must be permanent and 
in evidence at the time senlence 
is pronounced, else the death pen- 
alty may not be imposed. The at- 
torney said that at the trial of 
Robinson which resulted in the 
death sentence, no evidence: was 
given that Mrs. Stoll "then was 
suffering in any manner from ef- 
fects of the alleged kidnaping." 


Justice Department attorneys 


contended the condition of the kid- 
naping victim at tile time of re- 
lease determines the applicability 
of 
the 
death 
sentence. They 


said that when Mrs. Stoll was 
freed she had head injuries and 
was in a state of general nervous 
exhaustion.

manufacturing plant in a Great Lakes vil- 
lage, Vermilion, Ohio. The owners, a family 
of brothers, are commemorating their father, 
F. W. Wakefield, founder of the plant and a 
noted yachtsman, by endowing a special 
nautical collection of books. Volumes of 
sailing, yachting and the history of lake ship- 
ping .will be bought, and subscriptions en- 
tered for appropriate magazines. In those 
the residents will be able to get needed infor- 
mation on the fishing, sailing and water 
recreation which today constitutes Ver- 
milion's chief activity, and in so doing will 
remember both founder and givers. 


Citizens of other towns who would like to 


commemorate some relative or to do some- 
thing for their communities might bear in 
mind this idea. Many communities have 
some distinctive interest which could thus be 
served. 


PREHISTORIC FILIPINOS 


The Japanese are not so efficient as is com- 


monly supposed. They did not destroy 
Manila's most precious archaeological colleo 
lion, valued at $1,500,000. This collection, 
formed by Dr. H. H. Otley Beyer, professor 
of anthropology in the University of the 
Philippines, was devoted to the life of pre- 
historic Filipino man. So much light Is 
thrown on the islanders today that Japanese 
scientists persuaded the army to leave both 
It and Dr. Beyer alone. Though six months 
ago the military chiefs insisted on interning 
him, 
the collection was not seriously dis- 


turbed. Looting and damage, Dr. Beyer esti- 
mated on his return, will not exceed ,$25,000. 


Such a collection, gathered for 40 years, 


Is irreplaceable. Had the Nazis been in the 
Philippines, they would probably have de- 
stroyed it. So might the Japanese if Mac- 
Arthur had given them time. 


TALKY-TALK"

national conferences of Bretton Woods, 
Teheran, Dumbarton Oaks, Yalta, Mexico 
City and many others.

And this reminded me of that glorification of 


the religion of God when three chaplains. Captain 
Robert D. Workman. Commander John R. Boslet, 
and Lieut. Commander Joshua Goldberg were 'in 
England together and they were asked to officiate 
over a burial of nine of our boys from the Navy, 
Army and Merchant Marine ami of all faiths. Over 
the nine caskets, they spoke their riles together, 
the rabbi in Hebrew and English, the rjriest 
in 


Latin and English, the minister In English only. 
There they stood side bv side, before the one God 
of them ail. Ami each prayed for all. They made 
no distinction as between Ihc dead; they made no 
compromises concerning their living faiths. 
The 


dead belonged lo God: the living worshipped ac- 
cording In tlicir traditions and convictions. Noth- 
ing was destroyed: yet the Ideal of love of man 
was closer, perhaps closer lhan ever to reality. 


And then I thought of Ihe 13 hoys of ours who 


were beyond recognition blown to I leaven in war, 
buried In a common grave, over which stands a 
marker bearing both the Crucifix of Christ and the 
Star of David. Who can know? 


Chaplain Jnclc Robinson was the executive 


officer of the Chaplain's School of the Nnvy. a 
priest of principle nnd fairness, one whose task it 
was to bring togelhcr in n union of love Catholic 
priest. Jewish rabbi and Protestant minister and 
who had succeeded, for "Co-operation without com- 
promise" has become the motto ot these men of 
God who serve your sons and mine in camp and on 
the seas and i" those distant places where home is 
a sentimental heart-throb to lonely and frightened 
and brave boys. 
I write of this because today love is news. Tt 


is so unusual, so rare, so quaint almost in a world 
which lives by hate nml men are coarsened to be- 
lieve that hate, vindictivcncss. revenge will solve 
great political J\rtd economic and social problems. 
And vet, in all man's history in this curious world 
of ours, hate has only begotten hale and love has 
enlightened the human mind as it has purified the 
human soul. It is news that Catholic. Protestant 
and Jew can pray together in love even in 
the 


midst ot a war of hate—and yet, remain proudly 
and sure, Catholic, Protestant and Jew. That is a 
greater victory and a worthier program for man 
than any conceived in the conversations at Mos- 
cow Teheran.

OVERWEIGHT 


The fact that overactive glands— thyroid, pitui- 


t»ry, «dren»l sex— prevent overweight leads many

Because the thyroid gland causes more cases of

Old limers will recall Ihc years 


ivhen Kingston Point Park was 
in its hey-day and during the 
summer months was crowded by 
thousands of Kingslonians. I ran 
across an old clipping loday which 
told of Bert Morphy, Ihe man 
who sang to beat the band, closing 
a successful engagement at the 
park in July, 1907. 


It was during the early years 


of 1900's that I recall best the olc 
river resort, for as a boy I spent

of midnight, and to announce tha 
the car was leaving a bell was 
tolled by one of the watchmen at 
the park. As soon as the bell wi 
tolled those left in the park would 
rush lo Ihe Irolley terminal. 


If you'missed the last trolley 


you had to walk as iherc were no 
taxicabs in Ihose early years.

been guilty of atrocities or cruel- 
ties then hard labor in Russia or 
elsewhere is too good for them. 
They should be punished severely 
and every trace of Nazism rooted 
out of Germany. 


But the American people are at 


leart neither brutish or vengeful. 
The young men or old men who 
have been drafted at the point of 
a gun into the German army are 
entitled to the same treatment as 
other German civilians after the 
var i« over. President Roosevelt 
has publicly proclaimed that the 
Allies have no intention of enslav- 
ng the German people. 
Yet his 


subsequent comment about the 
use of German ex-soldiers as forc- 
ed labor in Russia after the war 
would seem to indicate the oppo- 
site. 


If the President's remark was a 


studied comment and he really 
lias made a compromise with the 
Stalin view about using forced la- 
bor from Germany then indeed 
there must be grave concern over 
the influence which the totalitar- 
ian Stalin and the chauvinistic 
Churchill have begun to exert up- 
on the once liberal-minded Mr.
